Alberta Should Have|Christmas Dinner at 


Full Autonomy 


When the motion for our provincial 
rights was before the Legislature 


the Toronto News published the fol- 


lowing article which was to the 
point.: 

The Ca:gary News,. a Liberal news 
paper, points out that this was the 
first of the Eastern journals to re- 
cognize the importance of the reso- 
lution introduced: in the Alberta Leg 
islature calling on the Dominion 
Government to relinquish to the 
Province control’ and administration 
of its lands and other natural re- 
sources.’ It declares that unless the 
Laurier Government remedies the 
present condition of affairs Conser- 
vatives willhave ‘‘plenty of valuable 
ammunition to use against their 
enemies in the next general election’’ 
{t admits that, Premier Sifton knew 
when he promised to enter into ne- 
gotiations with the Federal Govern- 
ment to secure (for Alberta control of 
its resources that the action of , the 
Western Province might easily. em- 
barrass the Federal Government, but 
“he, had to obey the wishes of the 
majority of the people of Alberta.” 

The Calgary Liberal paper proceeds 
“Western autonomy is only partial 
autonomy, and we need complete au- 
tonomy just as . much as Ireland 
needs Home. Rule. We are bartering 
our autonomy for a beggarly pitt- 
ance of $765,000 a -year, whereas 
our autonomy is easily worth sever- 
al millions of dollars a year. ‘ ‘ It 
was a mistake to  oreate inferior 
Provinces in the West, and a mis- 
take which must be speedily rectifi- 
ed or sesious national mischief will 
result.’ This is the Toronto News’ 
conclusion inthe matter, and we 
must say that we heartily agree 
with it.’’ Not so long ago, however, 
this paper was denounced by every 
Western Liberal -journal and every 
organ of the Federal Government in 
Older Canada on account of its per- 
sistent claim for full autonomy for 
Alberta and Saskatchewan.

fore it inspired by Pat Burns 
ing that within a year he expected 
to be importing beef for the Alberta 
market, it does not seem practicable 


for the Dominion Government ty go

In the first place we desire to 
point out that Mr. Pat Burns may 
but that 


does not prove there are no cattle 


import cattle next year, 


left. The report on live stock by 
the Dominion Government for De- 
cember shows that Alberta, compar- 
ed with last year, has gained 84 
per cent in horses, 1 per cent in 
mileh: cows, JB per cent in sheep, 
64 per cent in swine and about 23 
per cent in poultry ; while the num- 
ber of horned cattle other than milch 
cows has decreased by 6 per cent. 
In other words cattle have decreased 
in Alberta by 5 per cent during the 
past year. In Saskatchewan they 
have increased by 6 per cent. Now 
that small decrease could easily be 
explained wby the dry year in the 
south. 


Then again there is no fear of the i 


Dominion government going into the 
dressed meat business. They have 
been talking about it for twenty- 
five years and are no nearer to it 
than they were. Whenever a group 
of cattle mer like Frank Whiteside 
get familiar with the question, 
write up sundry voluminous reports, 
make several trips to Ottawa and 
put the question up to the govern- 
ment in good shape, ‘they are all 
appointed to nice fat government 
jobs: and the whole bottom falls out 
of the’ movement for the time being, 
until another group get hold of the 
strings. Oh, no, the meat indostry 
will be in pretty bad shape before 
the government takes it up,

Last Charge of Old Guard: 


The last regular meeting of the 
Town Council was held on Thursday 
evening last, with His Worship 
Mayor S. E. McKee in the chair, 
and Councillors Gaetz, Welliver, 
Carseallen, Alford, Tallman and 
Galbraith in attendance.

L. Buchanan, park superintendent, 
Calgary, wrote he had inspected the 


park property and enclosed a_ pre- 
liminary report on the park. 
Secretary Munro of the School 


Board made an application on_ be- 
half of the Board for a school site 
on Gaetz Avenue, next Piper brick 
yard, or a b'ock of land on Nan- 
ton Avenue South. 

A letter was readfrom J. Grant 
MacGregor, chief engineer of the 
Alberta Central railway company, 
asking for the privilege of construct- 
ing a roadway from the Town of 
Red Deer to the yards and proposed 
station of the Alberta Central rail- 
way on the north half of section 7, 
through the new park, starting just 
south of the bridge crossing the 
Waskasoo creek -on Gaetz Avenue 
south. The road would have a grade 
of less than five per cent. which 
would be the easiest grade out of 
town. The roadway would be a 
public highway and the company 
would like a grant of the land 
towards the roadway. If granted 
them they would begin winter work 
on the road at once. :
